result was that unless the house and senate 
both submitted to the dictation of some three 
or four men, who happened to be members of 
the committee on appropriations in the house 
of representatives, on the majority side, the 
great appropriation bills fail, and an extra 
session me necessary. It not merely com- 
pels the senate and hotise to submit, under 
penalty of an extra session, to the dictate of 
these three or four men, but it throws ont of 
the other house the consideration of all other 
important measures, which do not come within 
the control of this committee on appropriations. 
I read the other day in the newspapers a letter 
from a gentleman who was said to be the 
speaker of the house of representatives —I will 
not undertake to say whether he holds that 
office now or not. “It was addressed toa gen- 
tleman who was said to hold the office of chair- 
man of committee on the appropriations in the 
house of representatives and to two other gen- 
tlemen of wide national reputation holding 
high position in the councils of the 
democratic party. These three gentlemen 
wrote to the speaker and eomplained 


that they had not been recognized by him for | 


the purpose of movinga measure for the re- 
vision of the =. measuro which the 
American people desire and which a majority of 
the members of that body alsodesire. And the 
speaker replied stating as his reasons for re- 
fusing to recognise on the floor of the body 
over which he presided, the gentleman to make 
that motion, was that he did not approve of 
the measure which that gentleman proposeed 
to move, and that, therefore, ho would not 
recognize him for that purpose. But he said 
that if these gentlemen would tarry their pro- 
posed revision of the tariff into a democratic 
caucus, and would submit to what should tarn 
out to be the views of that caucus on the sub- 
ject, whether they were views of the 
house of representatives or not, 
he then, in his discretion, would permit that 
motion tobe made. Now I say that up toany 
time within the last twenty years, such an at- 
tempted usurpation of power would have cre- 
ated a storm in this country that would have 
either driven the usurper out of his seat or 
would have occasioned a revolution in the gov- 
ernment itself. Under the constitution a ma- 
jority of the representatives of states anda 
majority of the representatives of the people, 
have the right{to make,or to change,laws under 
which the people are to live—subject of course 
to the veto power of the executive; but here is 
a claim advanced inthe face of the American 
people, alike, overthrowing the constitutional 
power of the senate and the constitutional 
power of the house, and degrading every single 
member of that great assembly, the house 
of representatives, which ought to be the most 
dignified legislative body on the face of the 
earth, who does not know that under the ex- 
isting condition of things, legislation is con- 
ducted in this country under an arrangement 
by which, if every man hut two or throe in one 
of the legislative bodies of the country hap- 
pen to desire a thing to be done, it cannot *e 
done unless these two or three me= Uappen 
also to give it their approbation 
Mr. Saulsbury here raised a point that o 
was not in order for a member of the senate tit 
arraign the house of representatives or any 
member of the house of representatives in a 
political speech in the s-nate. 
Mr. Hoar maintained that he had kept 
within the rules. inasmuch as he had not men- 
tioned anybody by name, and Mr, Ingalls (in 
the chair) sustained Mr. Hoar. 
Mr. Hoar then proceeded with his speech. 
Henry Clay, be said, who was a man of 
strong will, would never have dared to act as 
the present speaker had done, and Mr. Blaine, 
who was another man with strong will, and 
who had the msjority to back him of three- 
fourths or four-fiftaos of the bouse, had acted 
towardsthe minority in a spirit of conspicu- 
ous fairness, and would net have thought of 
tuking the step for which he (Mr. Hoar) now 
arraigned the present speaker. Now, he said, 
it has seemed best to the majority of the sen- 
ate to submit to having a Jaw, which was 
parsid by the senate almost unanimously, and 
which was never submitted to the other 
house at all, eviscerated and emasculated by 
the precess which has been here described. 
We have not thought it desirable in the state 
of public feeling, in the condition of public 
bu:iness, in the prevailing sentiment of the 
American people, to insist upon an extra ses- 
sion of congress; but I wish, for one, to give 
notice that, in my judgment, this is the last 
time that that usurpation will be submitted to. 
Mr. Beck—I was called out of the chamber 
for awhile, and was only intime to hear what 
seems to me a most remarkable tirade against 
the speaker of the house of representatives. 
That gentleman needs no defense at my hands, 
and bad I supposed that in the senate of the 
United States, under the rules and proprieties 
of the occasion, comment upon the action of 
the speaker would not beindniged in, I have 
only this to say, that there is no man in Mass- 
echusetts, or outside of Massachusetts, who 
will attack either the integrity, honesty or 
ability of the speaker of the present house of 
representatives, with impunity, in his pres- 
ence. It would be more manly for some -gen- 
tleman inthat house to rise there and say 
whatever it might be thought proper to say 
in regard to his action as speak- 
er, than for a member of 
this house, where he cannot be heard and 
where he has no right to speak, to attack him. 
There are 150 partisans of the senator from 
Massachusetts on the floor of the other house, 
all of whom have the right to make whatever 


attack they please, and if they do they will re- | 


ceive a response befitting the attack. 

Mr. Beck added that it was not fair | “nor 
manly,” interjected Mr. Harris} to attack him 
behind his back when no man dares to attack 
him before his face. 

Mr. Beck held that Mr. Carlisle hail violated 
no.1ule of the house, nor of courtesy, nor hon- 
or. or that he had done any act, either revolu- 
tionary or wrong, since he has pvesided over 
that great body; and that no man will dare to 
te}l him that he has. 

Messrs. Blackburn and Harris also defended 
Mr. Carlisle, whom they said, needed no de- 
fense, and condemned Mr. Hoar’s assault as 
unparliamentary, unfair and unjust. 

Mr. Blackburn flattered himself that even in 
the state of Massachusetts, wnere the senator 
is known, and seems to be appreciated, it will 
not work a great deal of harm.

CONGRESS 


The Galleries Crowded With Visitors—The State of 
Legisiation—Mr. Blount Leading the Fight 
Against Subsidy—Mr. Westmoreland’s 
Belief Bill—Washington Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, March 4, 3 a. m.—Both houses 
are in session at this hour, three o’clock, and 
an all night session is inevitable. Most; of the 
big appropriation bills’ are through, but there 
are still serious differences between the senate 
and house on the deficiency postoflice bill. 

The deficiency may fail altogether, but the 
indispensable items of it will, in that event, be 
supplied by amendments to the legislative bill. 
In the portoffice bill the only difference ig in 
the senate amendment appropriating halfa 
million for expediting the foreign mail service. 
The house has just agreed by a vote of 98 to 

37 to insist on its disagreement to the senate 
amendment, but the senate, a few minutes be- 
fore insisted on its amendment by a vote of 32 
to 10. 

Mr. Blount is leading the fight against the 
subsidy. The chances are, at this hour, that 
the house will yield tomorrow, as the senate 
seeras determined to hold its stand on the 
question. 

The capitol is densely crowded, and there is 
the usual confusions attending the closing 
scenes of a congressional session. 

The president tonight signed the bill appro- 
priating $500 to pay T. P. Westmoreland, of 
Atlanta, for prosecuting certain United States 
deputy marshals on an indictment for murder, 
Mr. Westmoreland having acted under ap- 
pointment of the circuit jadge. F, H. R, 


THE SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 


The Legislative, Executive and Judicial Bill 
Passed, 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—The senate reassem- 
bled. as in continuation of yesterday’s session, 
at 10 a, m.

A message from the house announcing non- 
concurrence in the senate amendment to the 
naval appropriation bill was. presented, and a 
conference ordered. 

Messrs. Hale, Allison and Beck were appoint- 
ed conferees. 

The senate then proceeded to the considera- 
tion of house bills on the calendar. The fol- 
lowing were passed: For the repair and pre- 
servation of the road leading to the Vicksburg 
national cemetery; for the relief of Thomas P. 
Westmoreland, of Atlanta, (ia.; for the relief of 
Samuel F. Rice, of Montgomery, Ala, (with 
amendment). 

At a few moments before 11 o'clock, the sen- 
ate closed the legislative day of Wednesday by 
adjournment, and at 11 o’clock opened the last 
legislative day of the 49th congress, when 
prayer was offered by the chaplain. 

The conference report on the house bill au- 
therizing the employment of mail messengers 
in the postal service was made and concurred 
in. 

The senate then, at half past eleven, pro- 
ceeded to the consideation of the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation bill, vot- 
ing onthe amendments recommended by the 
committee on appropriations, as they were 
reached, 

As the committee on appropriations reported 
very few amendments to the bill and those of 
but little importance, there was no delay be- 
yend that made necessary by a complete read- 
ing of the bill (114 printed pages) which was 
done very rapidly, and at half past one, the 
end was reached. Then there were some prop- 
ositions to increase salaries, but none of them 
were successful. 

A statement was made by Mr. Allison in re- 
syouse to an inquiry from Mr. Edmunds to the 
effect that on the whole, there was no increase 
in the clerical force of the departments provid- 
ed in the bill. There was a slight decrease in 
the treasury department and about a propor- 
tionate increase in the interior and war de 
} artments. 

At half-past 2 the bill, which had been con- 
structively in committee of the whole, was re- 
poited to the senate, and was : 

Mr. Allison then submitted the conference 
report on the sundry civil bill. 

In explanation of the action of the senate 
conferees, Mr. Allison said that, in order to 


| come to an agreement, they had to postpone 


several appropriations which the senate deem- 
ed necessary. The senate conferees had en- 
deavored tosecure appropriations for all the 
necessary expenses of the government, and if 
it should be found that the bill did not so pro- 
vide, the fault would not be with the senate or 
its conferees. 

Mr. Beck (another of the conferees) said that, 
whatever fault might be found with the bill, 
it was the very best that could be had at the 
present session. 

The bill as now presented, contained sub- 
stantially what was absolutely needed. The 
matters that had been struck out could be post- 
poned without great detriment. 

The question was put upon the conference 
report, which was agreed to, without division.

THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


The Tenure of Office Repeal Bill Passes— 
Other Busiaoess. 

WAfHINGTON, March 3.—In the house, Mr. 
Haynes, of New Hampshire, called up the 
vetoed senate bill granting arrears of pension 
to Thomas 8. Hopkins. 

The house refused to pass the bill over veto: 
ayes 153, nays 95—not the constitutional two- 
thirds in the affirmative. 

Mr. Henderson, of North Carolina, moved to 
suspend the rules and pass the bill to modify 
the internal revenue system of taxation. The 
bill, asexplained by Mr. Henderson, removes 
all restrictions from the sale of leaf tobacco by 
farmers; abolishes the office of storekeepers at 
distilleries having a capacity of not exceeding 
five bushels cf grain a day, etc. 

The motion was lost—yeas 135, nays 112-- 
not the necessary two-thirds in the aftirma- 
tive. 

The private pension veto was called up and 
the house tustained the veto. 

Mr. Cox, of North Carolina, moved to sus- 
pexd the rules and pass the senate bill repeal- 
ing the tenure of office act. Agreed to and the 
bill wag passed---yeas 172, nays 67. 

Mr. Adams, of Illinois, moved to suspend the 
rules abd pass the senate bill authorizing the 
secretary of war to accept from the Commercial 
club céxtain lands, know as the High Tract, 
near Chicago, Illinois, for military purposes.

[Laughter and applause.]

Minister Von Beetticher replied, repelling as 
unjustifiable any attack intended by protest 
upon the summoning of the reichstag today. 
He said the government, on the contrary, de- 
served thanks for expediting the opening in 
order to pass the budget withoutdelay. More- 
over, any such criticism was an encroachment 
upon the rights of the emperor, because when 
his majesty summoned the reichstag, the mem- 
bers were bound to appear. 

Zierr Richter admitted that the reasons of 
expediency favored an early meeting of the 
reichstag, but he said, there was a legal ques- 
tion at jssue, sixty clectoral districts being still 
uprepresen ted. 

Von Bennigsen maintained that neither the 
law nor the constitution had been in any way 
violated. He said the exceptional circumstan- 
ces under which the reichstagS had 
been summoned must be patent to any one 
who had heard the speech 
from the throne or followed the 
development of the European situation. It 
was certainly desirable that a position similar 
to the present one should not recur. The gov- 
ernment was not to blame; it was rather de- 
serving of thanks. 

Windthorst, rising again, said he could not 
concur in these views and must maintain his 
protest. 

Kardoff, Bennigsen and Richter continued 
the debate. 

Richter finally declared that as regards im- 
mediate business before the house, the 
second ballots were of no consequence 
whatever.

TO REMAIN AT THE WHITE HOUSB 


The President and Cabinet Will Not Go te 
the Capitol. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The president has 
decided not to go to the capitol tomorrow for 
the purpose of acting on measures which may 
be passed by congress during the last hours of 
the sersion. He advised the president of the 
senate and the speaker of the house of his de- 
cision in this respect early last evening, and 
added that the executive office would remain 
open all night and up to the very hour of ad- 
journment at noon tomorrow for the reception 
of all matters requiring erecutive action. 

In accordance with this plan, the presideut, 
and most of his cabinet, will remain on duty 
at the’ white house nearly all the night,and the 
consideration of a large number of important 
bills which the senate yesterday and te- 
day will occupy their entire time and atten- 


tion. 

The bill for the redemption of the trade 
dollars and the anti-polygamy bill have be- 
come Jaws without the signature of the presi- 
dent under the ten day provision, the ten days 
having expired tonight.

The contrast 
between districts that sell and those that do not is 
argument sufficient. Prohibit the sale and then 
let the grand jury watch over the people so that 
those who drink will be forced to go after their 
own whisky. Make the man with his jug and flax 
sack give an account of himself, instead of turning 
the jurors oath about so as to make it none of his 
business to return anything except what transpires 
after he is sworn and locked inaroom. “I 
drunk”’ seems to be sufficient apology with drink- 
ing men for any indignity shown to others. We 
wish to see this changed. If prohibition will 
secure the change, give us prohibition, if the strict 
enforcement ofthe law is necessary, then enforce 
the law. 

The Gwinnett Herald says that “Lawrence- 
ville has been paying tribute to Atlanta for 
thirty years.

On the first day of next month the bottom 
drops out of this business in Oconee, and the side 
paths that ever knew the jug-toters will know him 
no more forever. All eyes are now centered on 
Jackson county, and if it votes ‘‘wet” the carrier 
business will be transferred there. Otherwise the 
tipplers of the classic city will havyeto get their 
spiritual consolation from afar.

Mrs. Jane Elizi, relict of the late William

Sunday night, February 20th, and funds to the 
amount of 3983 stolen. Detectives have been 
at work, but could find no clue. 

The Bvening News Publishing company was 
organized in- Birmingham last week, Rufus 
N. Rhodes was elected president; J. B. Hazard, 
secretary, and T. and R.S. Saunders,editors-in- 
chief. 

About six months ago nearly twe thirds of 
the entire colored population of Decatur left 
for Birmingham. They are returning, to- 
gether with an influx from other places, and 
now “Negro town,” or more properly speaking, 
the western portion of town, is peopled fully 
as much as it ever was. 

The treasurer’s books for Butler county are 
found faithfully kept and correct. The bal- 
ance in the treasury -is found to be $5,792.13. 
This, with the fact that the county has no 
bonds out, is exceedingfy gratifying and em- 
boldens us to remark that there are many 
good works to which it might be devoted. 

J. W. Stephens, a convict guard, shot aud 
instantly killed William Broddy, a coal miner 
at Pratt mines, the other day. ‘The exact cause 
of ,the shooting is not known. The two men 
met at the depot and a few hot words passed, 
when Stephens drew his pistoland fired with 
the above result. The murderer took refuge 
in one of the mine shafts, but says he will sur- 
render to the sheriff.

The building 
came near going, and would have done so, 
doubtless, but for the fact that the negro, find- 
ing the dense smoke about to smother him, 
had been forced to put water on the fire. 

The sale of liquor becomes more restricted in 
this state with every session of the legislature. 
Besides the localities which had already secured 
prohibition, Montgomery has becn added, by 
this legislature, outside police jurisdiction of 
the city. Butler county has been made dry 
throughout. Dallas, except Selma, has bea in 
the same fix for some years. In fact, prohili- 
tion already prevails over much the larger por- 
tion of this state, and the liquor sclling places 
will continue to grow less in number until 
there will be virtually none of them left. The 
local option law will settle the question in many 
localities. Many of the black belt counties 
were excepted from this bill because of reasons 
stated on the floor of the house, and which had 
effect with members from other parts of the 
state. It was deemed best to avoid elections in 
those counties when possible and leave the 
matter with the legislatures hereafter, as the 
citizens might petition.

Jackson cannot be found. His office is locked 
up, and itis stated at his home that he has 
gone to an adjoining county. He has lived in 
Waco twenty-five years, and for many years 
did a large banking business, being also for 
several years cashier and stockholder in the 
Waco National bank. Of late years he has 
loaned money on lands on long time as the 
agent of eastern capitalists, and has been 
regarded as well-to-do in money matters. He 
is also a leading member of the Episcopal 
church here.

Thefamily have documentary evidence attest- 
ing the fact stated. 

Developments which have recently come to 
light in Lynchburg seem to establish the claim 
of the heirs-at-law of the late Daniel McDon- 
ald, of this state, to the land on which the city 
of Louisville, Ky., is located. The particulars 
are these: In1782 a warrant was issued by 
Governor Benjamin Harrison, of Virginia, for 
military service to said McDonald for a certain 
tract or parcel of land containing 1,000 acres, 
Jying in the district of Kentucky, on the Ohio 
river. No‘disposition was made of this land by 
said grantee, and it seems to have been lost 
sight of by his descendants until recently one 
of them, a grandson, General James Mc Donaid, 
of Richmond, adjutant-general of the state, in 
making some investigations in the land book 
of Virginia, came across the warrant. He sent 
a copy to the register of lands of Kentucky, 
atkingif he could locate the land. After 

due time for the _ investiga- 
tion to be madean answer came from the Ken- 
tucky land office that from all the information 
that could be had the 1,000 acres of land if 
the name of Daniel McDonald was located at 
the falls of the Ohio river, and that thecity of 
Louisville was built thereon, The letter went 
on further to state that a number of years ago 
the said land escheated to the commonwealth of 
Kentucky, but as an escheat is only good in 
case of the default of heirs, that amounts to 
nothing; indeed is an advantage to the claim- 
ants. Another fortunate circumstance for 
them is that the compact entered into by the 
stateof Virginia with Kentucky when the lat- 
ter was permitted to set up as a state solemnly 
bound the new state to protect and defend the 
claims of Virginians owning lands in Kentucky 
and their heirs forever against any and all 
comers. Lawyers who have examined the case 
say that itseems to lack no element of strength.

NORTH CAROLINA, 

A serious difficulty occurred near Troy, yes 
terday, between Boyd Bledsoe and Finis Cam- 
mings. Bledsoe s‘abbed Cummings five times 
with a knife. Two of the wounds are very 
serious, if not fatal. The difficulty was caused 
qy a rivalry for the hand of a young lady. 
Bicdsce is at large. 

Animportant ordinance was passed by the 
city council of Asheville exempting from 
city taxes for the period of ten years all mauu- 
factoring enterprises, the capital employed by 
which shall not be less than $50,000, A short 
time since a similar ordinance was passed in 
regand to manufacturing projects wherein the 
capital invested is not less than $10,000. 

The North Carolina senate has added these 
amendments to the tax bill: To tax newspa- 
pers $10 for the advertisement of every lottery 
they publish; to tax every pleasure club for 
hunting or shooting .$100 yearly; every clab 
where games are played and refreshments 
served, 550; every club where games are 
played, $25. The first-named tax of $100 is 
intended to apply to hunting clabs, which are 
to be found in such numbers on the coast of 
the state, particularly in the Currituck sound 
section. 

Gibson Thompson, who committed suicide in 
Goldsboro on the 19th, it now turns Out had 
been guilty of crookedness, which evidently in- 
duced him to take his own life. He had re- 
cently leased a farm of Mr. Nathan McClanis in 
Sampson county, and the latter had also rented 
him a fine mule and cart. A few days before 
he killed himself, Thompson went to Smith- 
field and there sold the mule and cart for $50 
to Mr. D. W. Fuller, and with the money real- 
ized he weht on a spree. On hearing that the 
police were after him, he decided to blow out 
bis brains. 

Deputy Collector Alpheus W. Wood made a 
parrow escape, a few days ago, while in search 
of an illicit distillery in Jones county. He 
was fired upon with a double-barrel gun at a 
distance of three or four paces, by one sup: 
posed to be enggged in the business, and but 
for the fact that he dodged at the moment of 
the fire, and his (Mr. Wood’s) partner fired a 
pistol at the miscreant just as he put the gun 
to his shoulder, the contents of the gun 
would have entered his breast. As it was the 
joed grazed his right arm, the sleeve of his 
overcoat getting the most of it. 

In Cherokee county there is great interest 
manifested in the namerous discoveries and 
some sales of mines of manganese. Some of 
these deposits have’been purchased by outside 
capitalists, and these transfers of mineral lands 
becoming known, have awakened throughout 
that county and section a widespread and 
deep-seated interest inthis metal. It is fonnd 
in vast quantities and from the 
present outlook it is thought it will not belong 
until that county will be the scene of many 
mineral operations. Already the purchase 
money for these lands and mineral privileges 
bas vastly beautified the section, and gold, 
silver and greenbacks perceptibly abound more 
than of yore. The price of real estate continues 
to show an upward tendency, and the people 
are growing progressive an prosperous. 

A sensation bas occurred in Asheville which 
gave the chief of the Pinion Detective agency, 
W. H. Deaver, something to tax his ingenuity 
with. A few afternoons since, two ladies were 
out for a buggy drive beyond the river. They 
were pot far beyond the French Broag when, 
ataturninthe roadway, there came riding 
rapidly by them a man on horseback with 
scmething in a bag—like a meal or flour bag— 
aid just as the horseman passed the buggy his 
horse shied and the ladies heard what they 
recognized instantly asthe sudden cry of an 
infant. The man on horseback rode rapidly 
round the wooded curve in the mountain road- 
wsy and disappeared in the direction of the 
river. The ladies drove on slowly discussing 
this strange occurrence, when they met two 
men walking. The ladies, stopping their 
borre, told the men what they saw and heard, 
and they in turn replied that they had 
raw and heard with equal aston- 
ishment the same, These men did not know 
the rider on horseback, but, like the ladies, 
thought the matter very mysterious. Detec- 
tive Deaver took charge of the matter, and has 
upravelled the mystery and made public the 
resultof his research. After getting a clue 
and quietly following it up he found that the 
facts in the case were these: Mr. Henry War- 
rep, who lives near the river, is much trou- 
bled with rats.

Willie Shumate. a son of Mr. W. T. Shamate, 
of Greenville, fifteen years of age, was brought 
home from Ninety -Six with his face and head 
badly burned and disfigured by the accidental 
explosion of a small can of gunpowder. Phv- 
sicilans pronounce his injuries severe and his 
eyesight endap , if not destroyed. Young 
Shumate was Visiting a brother at Niaety-Six. 

A very serious shooting affair took place at 
Eljoree, a day or two ago, by which Mr. Joha 
A. Foures, a young white man, was seriously 
wounded. It seems Foures, with others, at- 
te mpted to arrest a colored man without a war- 
rant, and, it is said, broke into his house, and 
after being warned not to enter was shot. The 
colored man, Moses Pearsal, has just surrender- 
ed himself to Sheriff Sally. 

Orangeburg is very enthusiastic at this time 
on the subject of railroads, The proposed 
section of the coast line from Sumter to Au- 
gusta, via Orangeburg, has many friends. ‘This 
line has been much discussed and the senti- 
ment of the entire community is unquestion- 
ably in favor of this railroad. If the manazge- 
ment of the coast line decide to bring this road 
to Orangeburg, it will receive all the support 
and substantial aid needed for its success both 
by the citizens of our city and county. 

Orangeburg is now assured of another long 
felt want. The corporators of the bank will 
meet for the purpose of organizing and electing 
its officers. All the capital necessary has al- 


‘ready been subscribed, the preliminary ar- 


rangements will all have been completed, and 
nothing remains to be done now but to orgaa- 
ize and begin operation. The enterprise is 
backed by many of the most substantial citi- 
zens, and the benefits which will accrue can 
scarcely be estimated. 

A fear ago the agricultural department, im- 
pressed by the fact that constant failures of 
cotton, the only mofiey crop, was redavcing 
many farmers to poverty, determined to ex- 
periment with tobacco. Farmers were appoins 
ed in every county and paid to make experi- 
ments, a premium being offered forthe best 
sample. The samples were sent in and E, 
Pace, of Danville, Va.,atobacco expert, has 
just examined them and awarded the prizes. 
Darlington, Richland and Lancaster counties 
won the first, second and third prizes. Mr. 
Pace says the best tobacco is as fine as he ever 
saw and it cannot be surpassed, and that the 
average is better than the usual experiments 
produce. It was never known before that to- 
bacco could be raised in this state, which now 
has a new future before her. Besides cotton, 
Sopnth Carolina has the money crop of Virginia 
and North Carolina. 

Governor Richardson has pardoned Thomas 
Thompson, convicted at the May, 1885, term of 
court for Beaufort county, of assault and bat- 
tery, and sentenced by Judge Aldrich to con- 
fifementin the penitentiary for one year. 
The petition for pardon sets forth that the 
prisoner, after being convicted and let out on 
bail pending a decision of the supreme court, 
has behaved in a commendable manner; that 
on the night of December 25, 1885, at the great 
risk of his own life, he most gallantly rescued 
the lives of three others, and that ever since 
his conviction he has led a peaceable and quiet 
life. The prosecuting counsel, Messrs. Elliott 
& Howe. ask his pardon, and his petition is 
signed by seventy-four of the most prominent 
men in Beaufort, among them the man upon 
whom the assault was committed. The judge 
bas no objection tothe pardon being granted. 
The Port Royal Post tells how Thompson saved 
three men whose boat had swamped in Beau- 
fort river, and heartily indorses the petition. *

The students charge the treasurer with con- 
duct unbecoming an officer anda gentleman, 
and allege that the president has shielded the 
treasurer and threatened to expel those who 
preferred the charges. 

A most unfortunate killing occurred near 
Guthrie Sunday night at 9 o’clock. Marion 
Washington, an old negro some 60 years of age, 
living on Mr. John F. Taylor’s place, one of the 
farm hands, left his cabin in a strange mood, 
saying he was going to the house after money 
to buy medicine, and asked a young man to 
accompany him. So soon as they entered the 
yard they were attacked by the dogs. The 
young man undertook to keep the 7 back 
while the old man should goin. Mr. Taylor's 
oldest son, Ross, had not retired, and knew 
fiom the noise of the dogs that some one was 
about, opened the door. Just then Washington 
stepped on the porch and was at the ell of the 
hall door and the dogs after him. He saw the 
form of a man and demanded several times in 
lond tones to know who it was. Receiving no 
reply he concluded it was a robber and, closing 
the door, stepped back for a pistol and receiv- 
ing no answer fired, killing the old man ia- 
stantly. Ross Taylor is about 20 years of age, 
a young man of bigh moral character, free from 
evil associations of any kind.

Captain C. J. Searles, commander of the Vol- 
unteer Southerns, of Vicksburg, has left for 
Besuvoir, Mies., a8 a special committee to ex- 
tend an invitation to President Jefferson Davis, 
requesting bim to accompany the Southerns to 
Washington city, in May next, asthe honored 
and special guest of the company.

The 
city will exempt them from taxation for some 
years.

“All I have to say is that I’m not ready to die 
now.” He murdered Long John at Adanio, om 
the evening of December 25,1886. He is the 
first man convicted of murder in the Sequoyah 
district in fifteen years, though a number have 
been tried and acquitted of willful murder.

A Man and a Mob, 

There was no nonsense about Bedford’ For- 
rest, 

He lacked the jingling spectacular display of 
Jeb Stuart, butas a dashing cavyairy leader the 
world has not seen his match since Murat led the 
resistless rueh of his meteoric squadrons. 

Forrest, like Sherman, regarded war as the 
science of barbarism. When he dealt a blow he 
was in terrible earnest, and everything that stood 
in his way had togo down. Even in peace this 
grim warrior liked an occasional sniff of yillain- 
ous saltpetre. But he could not tolerate a private 
combat unless it was a fair fight. 

It was notin the man’s natureto take kindly to 
mobs, All the rough chivalry in him reyolted 
against lynch law, and being afraid of nothing in 
the shape ofman or devil he more than once threw 
himself single handed into the vortex of a mob to 
rescue the helpless object of its fury. 

Some thirty years ago old man Able was the ter- 
rorof Memphis, He was the head ofa gang of 
toughs. The law was powerless. Finally old man 
Able’s son killed a leading citizen. It was a cold- 
blooded murder. In an hour the city was up. The 
clatter of arms was heard on every hand, and an 
angry roar filled the streets. Thousands of frenzied 
men surrounded the jail and dragged the shiyering 
murderer to a rude gallows. 

Just at the last moment aman with a gunpow- 
dery face mounted the scaffoid. He turned his 
scowling brow and lurid eyes upon the tumultuous 
multitude. A few electric sentences flashed, or ra- 
ther hissed,*through his clenched teeth. It was hard 
for five thousand men to stand there and take that 
tongue-lashing; but every mother’s son of them 
knew Bedford Forrest. They gloried in his nerve, 
bis pluck and audacity, and when he started alone 
to march young Able back to jail, the cowed and 
beeten lyncbers silently opened their ranks and 
yielded to the inevitable.

LITTLE SENATOR MAHONE. 


He Is Small Only-in Physique--Changes in 
Him. 
Correspondence Detroit Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, February 25.—It has fre- 
quently been remarked of late that Senator Ma- 
hone, the famous readjuster of Virginia, has aged 
very greatly and become attenuated during the 
past two years. Senator Mahone is scarcely more 
than/ five feet and a haif in hight, ara 
at bert but tilts the beam at 100, yet it is stated 
that he has come under that weight since his la- 
bors in the last campaign in the old dominion. His 
hair, which is heavy, usually, has thinned consid- 
erably on the crown of his head and has whitened 
a great deal, while his long, full beard has grown 
three quarters gray. ‘ 

Few men before the public haye had more 
thrilling lives than this game little senator. His 
whole connection during the war, when he so gal- 
lantly led the confederates to conquest and con- 
tributed so largely of money and time and peril to 
the success of a cause he has since devoted himself 
to eradicate, is intensely thrilling. His political 
campaigns have been fully as exciting as those he 
coe during the war. Aithough he was de- 
feattd at the polls in the last two 
fights he led he is§not yet conquered, and declares 
he will come to the front again and return to the 
senate. A few years ago Senator Mahone was 
pretty harsh to those who came in contact with 
him, but his increasing age seems to have dealt 
with histemper in quite as telling a manner as 
with his physical appearance. He has grown 
mild mannered, universally courteous, and conse- 
qeuntly is more popular, 

The senator is quite as picturesque in dress as 
ever, but there is something about his manner 
which is more striking to those who see him daily 
and those who have watched him closely for a 
series of years. He is a veritable skeleton. His 
eyes have become more deep-seated, his character 
is shown in every’ lineament of his 
face, and he seems to have lost sight 
of himself and become engrossed in pub- 
No one on the floor of the 
senate takes a more deep interestin the work, and 
none understand more thoroughiy the measures 
pending and passed than he. Senator Mahone 
will retire from the senate in a few days and John 
W. Daniel, now a member of the house, will take 
his seat. General Mahone has acapacious and 
handsome home in (Petersburg, Virginia, 
which is as hospitable under his 
care as any in the old dominion. It has been 
stated that he would live in this city after he re- 
tired from public life and conduct his railroad and 
real estate interests, but I am told that he will live 
the greater part of the time at his old homein Pe- 
tersburg, and that he! will augment rather 
than relinquish his hold upon poli- 
tics. Heis greatly encouraged over the outlook in 
his state by the change in his favor at the polls last 
fall, and beiieves that he will be able to succeed 
his colleague, Senator Riddlberger. General Ma- 
hone is chairman of the senate committee on pub- 
lic buildings and grounds, and by his liberality, in- 
telligence of action and diligence has so greatly in- 
creased his friendship in the senate during the 
past two years that the republicans on the floor 
will assist him in his efforts to be returned.

Firing the Biggest Gun in the World. 
From the Pall Mal! Gazette. 

The first three proof rounds of the powerfal 
new gun supplied by the Elswick works for her 
majesty’s barbette ship Benbow were fired yester- 
day,jFebruary 10, at the butts at Woolwich arsenal, 
the result so far going to show that thisis the finest 
specimen of artillery yet produced in this or any 
other country. Among the “Woolwich Infants’ 
it is like the famous Queen Elizabeth's bronze gun 
in Dover Castle among the old carronades. In 
length it is 524 inches, or nearly 44 feet. The in- 
ner tube is of solid steele throughout,strengthened 
by jackets of comparatively thin stecl doops. The 
length of the bore is 487'4 inches, or about thirty 
calibres, and the rifling, which consists ofa muliti- 
tude of small shallow grooves, extends for 397.2 
inches, or about 3% feet. The diameter of the bore 
is 1@1g inches. The diameter of ihe powder cham- 
ber is a trifle over 2i inches, aud its capacity 23.610 
cubic inches. Thetwist of the rifling commences 
with one in 120 calibres, and increases to one in 56 
calibres. The gun is mounted on a fine cast steel 
tinck, which weighs ®% tons, and on the proof 
rounds yesterday it ranupthe incline from about 
0 to 70 feet. 

The first round was fired with 600 pounds 
of Wettphalian powder, and a_ cylindrical 
projectile weighing 1,800 pounds. The velocity

The pres- 
suresof the gases within the chamber of the gun 
at the time of the powder discharge were nine tons 
with the 600 pound charge, twelve tons with 700 
pounds and fifteen tons with the 800 pound 
charges, The recoil of the gun in the last round 
was controlled by the hydraulic buffers within 
four feet six mches. The inner tube of the gan 
wasin perfect condition at the termination of the 
day’s fring. It is expected that when the next 
date of proof firing is determined, powder charges 
of 850 pounds, 900 pounds, 925 pounds and 950 
pounds will be used with projectiles of 1,800 
pounds weight. In the latter case an energy on 
the projectile of 62,700 foot tons may be expected 
to be developed, capable of penetrating armor of 
more than three feet in thickness, 


YOUNG ABBOTT'S $1,000 MEAL, 


The Gevernument Will Not Restore the Bond 
He Ate up. 
From the Chieago Tribune. 

The case of Joseph Abbott, the Chicagoan, 
who swallowed a $1,000 bond and made applica- 
tion to the government for the issue ot a duplicate, 
presents some interesting features aside from the 
details given in the Washington dispatches. It is 
a matter of history that men have swallowed ar- 
ticles of great value in order to save them, but dia- 
monds and state dispatches were usually the ma- 
terials of the repasts in question. Itis also told 
that an old farmer, upon a visit to the city, put his 
‘‘wad’’ of greenbacks in his tobacco box for safe- 
keeping, and in #fit of abstraction masticated a 
goodly rollof currency, remarking at the time that 
it was ‘pretty durn poor terbacker.” A few years 
ago a cash boy in Gossage’s dry goods store laid 
hands on a ten dollar bill, and to avoid detection 
chewed and swallowed it. Heafterwards confess- 
ed, and as the unusual diet made him pretty sick 
the firm let him off without further punishment, 
Young bloods about town have been known tolicht 
a cigar with a five dollar bill; but a $1,000 meuwi like 
Abbott's is not at all in the ordinary run. 

Moses J. Wentworth is Abbott’s attorney, andthe 
story he tells is that Abbott is about twenty-two 
years of age, and up to August 26, 1883, was the 
coat room boy at the Clifton hovse. He had been 
in the employ of house for twelve years, and had 
saved every cent of his weges until he had laid b 
$1,900. This amount he had invested in United 
States bonds, and he kept them secreted in the coat 
room of the hotel, where he worked days and slept 
nights. The boy made his savings the one idea of 
his life, and gradually worked himself into a state 
of mind bordering on insanity, so great was his 
fear of beingrobbed. In facet, for seme time before 
the date in question his employers noticed that he 
was somewhat “off,” but as he attended faithfully 
to his duties but litile attention was paid to his be- 
havior. About midnight somebody wanted to get 
into the coat room and pounded on the door. Ab- 
bott was awakened suddenly frem a sound sleep, 
and supposing that burglars were after his treas- 
ures, went raving crazy. He shrieked for helpand 
made a great noise, bit would allow no oné 
toenter theroom. It became necessary to call 
the police, and Abbott was carried off violently in- 
sane. He was tried, pronounced insane, and 
taken to the Kankakee asylum. After ten months 
he was pronounced cured and discharged. He 
came to Chicago, and the $900 in bonds which 
had been found in the coat-room were restored to 
him. He then told Mr. Woodcock, the proprietor, 
that he had swallowed a $1,000 bond the night in 
question in his paroxysm of fear, and showed him 
a tally on the wail where he kept a record of his 
bonds. Other corroborative evidence convinced 
Mr. Woodcock that the boy’s story was true, and 
he had so much confidence in his honesty and 
truthfulness that among the documents sent on to 
Washington wasan affidavit by Mr. Woodcoc 
Claring his belief in the truth of the statemefft, and 
offering to sign an indemnity bond to the govern- 
ment, The government officials were seemingly 
convinced of the entire truthfulness of the story, 
but construed the law to’cover only accidental de- 
Struction of® bonds, whereasin this case the de- 
struction was intentional.

ofvith regard to the general question of the right 
of workmen to combine for a strike with their em- 
ployers, the terms on which only they will consent 
to work for them, provided the combinauion be 
perfectly yoluntary and full liberty be left to all 
the workmen who undertake work, we think 
P there is no ground in justice or sound policy for 
withholding sucha right from workmen. it can- 
not be doubted thata demand backed by the reso- 
lution of a large body of workmen to decline work, 
ifthe demand be not acceded to, comes with more 
force than that of an isolated workman. Wor 
men lay a reasonable claim to by 
allowed any advantage which they can derive 
from such a course in bargaining with their em- 
ployer as to the termson which they will dispose 
of their inbor: but upon the same principal and 
tor precisely a similar reason, whilst conceding to 
sueh workmen a desire to exercise it, an intention 
to combine against their employers, care should be 
taken that an equa! right be secured for worgmen 
who desire to keep aloof from the combination 
and dispose of their labor with perfect individual 
freedom. Workmen who think it for their advan- 
tage tocombine together in the disposal of their 
labor are no more justified in eonstraining any 
other workman who does not desire to enter such 
a combination and bring his labor into common 
stock with theirs, than an association of capitalists 
are in combining to advance prices or rates of 
railroads to be paid by the general public. * * * 
The minority oi your committee cannot believe 
that arbitration can be effective for thereasoa that 
there must be two parties to arbitration and either 
may decline and when disturbances occur it 
would not be effective in immediately redressing 
wrongs or restoring the means of transit of persons 
and property to the people of the country. It will 
be found in evidence that there were grievances 
of which the laborers and workingmen ofthe roads 
had just reason to complain, and these 
may have extended or enlarged the strike, 
The general oppression or grievances complained 
of, was generally by subordinates, who had power 
over certain laborers or persons working on the 
road. It is also shown that the Texas and Pacific 
company had what is known as a ‘“‘black list,’’ 
which contained the names of some of the per- 
sons. By no combination of capital, or to no 
extent of incorporated power, can the listing of an 
American citizen as being unworthy be justified.

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LOCKED UP IN A HOUSE. 


A CRAZY NEGRO BOY FOUND 
ALONE IN A HOUSE. 


A Peculiar Noise Bmanating From = House om 
Thompson Street Attracts the Attention of Peo- 
- ple—The Matter is Reported at Police 
Headquarters—The House Search ed. 


One of the most heartless cases of desertion 
ever brought to the attention of Atlanta people 
was discovered last night by the police depari- 
ment, 

Out on Thompson street, near Brotherton 
street, residents have been annoyed greatly 
since Sunday last by a peculiar noise emanating 
from a house. The noise was heard as frequent 
during the night as in the day time and occur- 
red at almost any hour. It resembled the moan- 
ing of a person in distress at times, and 
then again a laugh or a yell would be 
substituted for the groan. These noises, too, 
would often give away toome resembling a 
patting and dancing frolic in which a half 
dozen persons might have been engaged. The 
people had never heard the noise before San- 
Gsv, and fora day ortwo after it was first 
discovered paid no attention to it. finally, 
however, every person in the neighborhood 
began to talk about it, and then investigations 
wire begun. One or two persoms ap- 
preached the house and at- 
tempted to enter, but finding 
the doors and windows securely fastened went 
away. At night no one would go near the 
building, but frequent glances were taken by 
these who heard the noise. No light 
could he detected in any por- 
tion of the building, but the noise 
still remained. Night before last the noise be- 
came more horrible than ever, and early yes- 
terday morning one of the men residing in the 
neighborhood called at police headquarters and 
reporting the matter, asked that 
it be investigated. The man’s 
statement sounded like a ghost’ story and no 
attention was paid toit. Last night a second 
visit was made to the city prison. This time 
the same story was told with more 
vio, and an officer was detailed 
to look into ihe matter. Tae 
ofticer accompanied the citizen to the building 
and as he came nearthe place he heard the 
same noise which has been annoying the peo- 
ple. This aroused his interest and in a few 
seconds he broke a 
door and "entered house, 
closely followed by several persons. Immedi- 
ately after entering the house the oflicer dis- 
covered that the noise came from a room 
which was securely fastened. The door was 
broke open and by the light of a match a 
small negro boy was discovered. The boy 
looked at the officer and then began moaning, 
laughing, patting and dancing—making just 
the same noise which the people had heard. 
The officer spoke to the boy, but received no 
reply. He then started towards him, The 
boy did not relish the officer’s approach and 
attempted to escape. He was caught, how- 
ever, but fought so hard that it was 
found necessary to tie his hands. Whilethis was 
going on it was discovered that the child wasa 
raving maniac, and the patrol wagon was sent 
for. The boy was in ashort time unloaded at 
police headquarters. As he wasled into the 
corridor he saw a bucket of water, and jerking 
away from the officer he sprang to the 
bucket and drank as if . he had 
not tasted water in a week. He was then 
given something to eat, and ate with the same 
avidity as he had swallowed the water. 

No one near the house can give the boy's 
name. A negro family was living in the house 
last week, but no one can remember to have 
seen them this week.

MIND READER. 
SE rom cee a a 
How Does He See With Other People’s Eyes?—And 
Feel With Other People’s Bands’—Dr. Ed. 
Roach Offers an Explanation anda Wa- 
ger-Mr,. Brown Takes Him Up. 


The interest in Mr. Brown’s mind reading 
entertainment tomorrow night is increasing. 

It is arranged that Judge Bleckley, Dr. J. W. 
Lee, of Trinity church, and Alderman Collier 
will be on the stage and many tests will be 
made by them.

“Well, what is your explanation of the mat 
ter, anyhow?” querried the reporter.

GONE TO HIS 


| AN OLD AND EMINENT PHYSICIAN 


OF ATLANTA DEAD. 


Dr. John G. Westmoreland, One of Atlanta's Oldist 
ard Most Extensively Known Poysicians, Dies 
at His Son's Home on Houston Street—A 
Sketch of a Well Known Gentieman. 


Dr. John G. Westmoreland died yesterday 
morning, at six o’cfock, at his son’s residence, 
No, 56 Houston street, after a lingering and 
painful illness. 

Dr. Westmoreland was seventy-one years of 
age. 

For several years past the doctor’s health 
has been failing him. Gradually but surely he 
grew weaker and weaker, but so robust had 
been his constitution that his friends and rela- 
tives never gave a thought to the possibility of 
his death until a few months ago. The cause of 
the doctor’s death originated in the winter of 
1865 or 1866, immediately after the war. The 
winter was an unusually severe one andin At- 
lanta there was great destitution, suffering and 
sickness. At that time Dr.Westmoreland was in 
the active practice of medicine and h's profes- 
sional services were in constant demand. The 
poor and the rich alike 
wanted him and between the 
two he divided his time. He was a gentle- 
man possessed of great kindness of heart, and 
all through the long cold winter he gave to the 
suffering poor, not only the medical attention 
which they needed, but from his own purse 
gave them fuel, clothing and provisions. He 
was exposed almost constantly during the win- 
ter, and contracted a severe cold which was 
the remote cause of his death. During the 
same winter while performing a surgical oper- 
ation, the doctor scratched his hand with an 
instrument, and in the course of a few days 
found that. he had been poisoned. The hand 
and arm gave him a great amount of trouble, 
and together with the severe cold he contract- 
ed laid: the foundation for the 
illness which slowly carried him out 
of the world. Dr. Westmoreland knew better 
than any one that he was fighting his last 
battle years ago but without a murmur he 
went along attending to his professional duties 
until about two years ago, when his health 
interferred with his work. That winter he 
went to Florida and when he returned the 
next spring he appeared to be much better. 
The next fall, however, he found himself suf- 
fering considerably and again went to Florida. 
At first the change in the climate proved ben- 
¢ficial and fora while his letters to his At- 
lanta friends were cheerful and bright. About 
Christmas, however, he began to grow worse 
and from that time on _ the inflam- 
mation increased. Dr. Westmoreland 
quickly yealized his condition 
decided to return to Atlanta 
where his son and _ “relatives lived. 
About three weeks ago he started home. The 
trip was tiresome, and when he reached the 
city he-was quite weak and almost worn ont, 
He was taken to his son, Dr. Robt. Westmore- 
land’s home, on Houston street, and made as 
comfortable as love could make him. The best 
medical talent in the city was calledin and 
everything possible was done to prolong his 
life. The physicians, many of whom were 
bis warm personal friends, quickly observed 
that nothing could save him, but this did not 
abate their interest and with care and love 
they watched his life going out, all the time 
striving hard to put offthe last moment as 
long as possible. 

Soon after the doctor reached home he be- 
came at times unconscious and thereby suffered 


much less. Three days ago it was known that | 


he could not live many more hours, and as 
hour after hour rolled by his son and relatives 


12 o’clock he began to sink rapidly, and at 6 
death ensued. He died quietly and easily 
with his son beside him. 

Dr. Westmoreland was one of the men who 
helped to make Atlanta the gate city of the 
south: During his life he figured prominently 


“in state, county and municipal affairs. ‘He 


was a man of great intellectual ability and was 
are rin every movement 
with which he was connectod. Dr. 
Westmoreland was born in Jasper county in 
1816 and was one of a family ofeight children. 
While he was yet a boy his parents moved to 
Fayette county, and there he began his edu- 
cation. When looking over the various pro- 
fessions he selected medicine, and in 1841 
graduated from the Georgia medical college 
in Augusta with high honors. After graduat- 
ing Dr, Westmoreland located in Pike county, 
where he and the late Dr, J. G. Caldwell 
formed a partnership. In 1853 the doctor came 
to Atlanta, where he hassince lived. He was 
a gentleman of fine address and made friends 
rapidly. Soon after moving to Atlanta he was 
elected to the legislature, and 
in the balls of ‘the state house 
at Milledgeville made quite a reputation. Af- 
ter serving in the legislature the doctor re- 
turned to medicine, and decided to dedicate 
the balance of his life to his profession. He then 
established the Atlanta Medical college, and in 
connection with it the Atlanta Medical and 
Surgical Journal. The college proved a suc- 
cess from the start, and to these the doctor 
gave almost his entire time. He had acquired 
considerable money by his practice, and which 
was still large, and at his own expense put the 
college and his publication on a prosperous 
footing. When the war broke out, however, 
the doctor gave up his college, his practice and 
aJl, and, enlisting with the Fulton Dragoons, 
went tothe front. His reputation as a physi- 
cian and surgevuu, however, caused him to be 
called into the hospital service at Richmond, 
where he added fame again to his 
name. During the war he saw a 
deal of field service, and showed himself as 
brave as he was generous. After the war he 
came back to Atlanta and reopened the At- 
lanta Medical college. A few years later his 
ill health compelled him to sever his connec¢ 
tion with the school, but after that he watched 
its career with pride, ani before his death was 
rewarded for his hard work in its early day by 
seeing it one of the largest and most prosperous 
medical schools in the south. Dr. Westmore- 
land was a staunch friend of Governor Brown 
during his trying days, and was, among those, 
who secured his nomination for a second term. 
When the waterworks was suggestedin At- 
lanta he took a prominent lead inthe move- 
ment and helped to secure a charter. 

Dr. Westmoreland married a Miss Louisa 
Buchanan, of Pike county, Ga., in 1846, by 
whom ke had two childrep, one a daughter, 
the late Mrs. Dr. Eli “Griffin, ani one son, 
Dr, Robert W. Westmoreland, of this city. In 
1550 Dr. John G. Westmoreland’s wife died. 

Dr. Westmoreland leaves a brother, Dr. W. 
F, Westmoreland, and ason, Dr. Robert West- 
moreland. He wasa member ofthe Christian 
church and had been for forty vears. 

The fureral will take place from the Chris- 
tian church on Hunter street at 10 o’clock this 
morning.

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The Governor Offers Rewa: ds for the Arrest 
of Four Criminals. 

Yesterday Governor Gordon offered four re- 
wards of $250 each. 

He did so in accordance withan act of the 
legislature which provides that he shall offer 
that amount for the arrest and conviction of 
any ginhouse burner. ; 

On the 15th of October the ginhouse of John 
I. Hudson, of Sumter county, was burned. On 
the 6th ef October the ginhouse of D. C. Burk- 
holter, in the same county, was burned, On 
the 7th of Kovember the ginhouse of Skelton 
Napier, in Putnam county, was destro ed by 
fire, and onthe 20th of October, in Morgan 
county, the ginhouse of John T. Woods meta 
like fate. 

While a CONSTITUTION reporter was noting 
the above facts Major Warren, secretary of the 
executive department, romarked: . 

“There seems to be a decrease in the number 
of ginhouse fires this season.’ 

“Do you have to pay many rewards?” 

“No, indeed. We have not had to p1y more 
ihan balf a dozen since the law went into 
effect some years ago. It is a very difficult 
crime to detect, though a very easy one to per. 
petrate.”’ 

Captain Tip Harrison remarked: 

“Here is a story that may interest you. Sam 
S, Everett, of Stewart county, had # gin which 
was run by water. One day when there 
was enough cotton in the lint 
room to make three = or four 
bales, a nail or something got into the gin, 
struck fire, and instantly the lint room was in 
a blaze. Mr. Everett had some old loose bag- 
ging, and with great presence of mind he and 
the negro workmen dipped the bagging in the 
mill pond and ran into the lint room to fight 
the fire. The soft cotton, waist deep, was burn- 
ing only on top, and throwing the wet bagging 
over the flames, they were soon put out. Less 
than 200 pounds of cotton was lost. I suppose 
the history of ginhouse fires can’t produce an- 
other case like that.”’
